First, by holding the temperature in a school 
house, at say 70 degrees, all waste of fuel is pre 
vented and consequently a considerable saving 
in money is effected. Thousands of dollars have 
Leen wasted in a single schoolhouse by overheat 
ing it and securing a cooler temperature by open 
ing the windows. Every particle of excess heat 
which goes out of the window is an actual waste 
of the public funds.

A GOOD URBAN SCHOOL ORGANIZATION 


BY PRESIDENT CHARLES W. ELIOT OF HARVARD UNIVERSITY. 


The question as to the best organization of an 
urban school system forms the most important 
subject in education now under. discussion be 
fore the American people, be ause the people are 
coming to live in the cities, and the urban 
schools will henceforth educate a large propor 
tion of American children. 

Number of Members Let us start with the 
question of how many persons should the board 
ot education consist? To my thinking the per 
fect number is seven. It is better to have an 
odd number of members, because as a rule thé 
deciding number is larger by one when the num 
Ler of membe rs is odd. Seven is ideal, because 
seven men can sit around a small table and talk 
business in a conversational manner. <A small 
board ean talk together in a quick, simple, 
direct way with absolutely no speeches, and no 
talking to the gallery or to reporters—jist plain 
business talk with specific proposals in view, and 
under the guidance of a chairman who knows 
the business and urges it on.

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OHIO’S NEW SCHOOL CODE. 

Perhaps no state in the Union has ever had 
to grapple with the subject of school admin- 
istration on such a large scale as came within 
the lot of the state of Ohio within the past 
six months. 

When the Supreme Court of that state re- 
cently wiped out every school board in the 
state, as being unconstitutional, it devolved 
upon the state to frame a law that would en 
sure uniformity and at the same time embody 
the more progressive ideas on the subject of 
school administration. 

The task, considering that the press, the pul- 
pit, the schoolmaster and the school board 
mcmber, to say nothing of the numberless fad- 
dists and reformers, all took a hand in fram- 
ing model school board laws, became an enor- 
mous one. The difficult problem, however, 
was solved and the following contains the prin- 
cipal provisions of the law: 

The maximum school levy is fixed at 12 
mills. 

Villages, special districts and townships 
shall have a board of five, elected at large. <A 
sub-director, with only suggestive power is pro 
vided for the townships. In villages the board 
appoints the teachers upon the recommenda 
tion of the superintendent. 

Cities are divided into two classes 

The 66 cities with a population of less than 
50,000 are organized with a board of not less 
than three or more than seven elected at large. 

In the five large cities, Cleveland, Cincin- 
nati, Columbus, Toledo and Dayton, the elas- 
tic or option plan will prevail. 

This provides for a board of not less than 
two or more than seven elected at large and 
not less than two or more than 30 elected by 
sub-districts. ‘This permits Cincinnati to re 


tuin its large board of 32 and Cleveland ean 
have a board of seven, as now, but at least two 
must be elected by the sub-districts.

Columbus board of education decides whether 
there shall be a small board of five, three elect- 
ed at large and two by sub-districts, a board 
of 12 by sub-distriets and two at large, or go 
the full limit and elect 30 by sub-districts 
and seven at large. 

The new boards are to be elected in Novem- 
ber. 


CALIFORNIA’S HUMILIATION. 

‘The legislators of California concluded some 
vears ago, that, while that state was a part and 
parcel of the Union, while its people were will 
ing to accept business and patronage from 
the health seeker of the East and accept east- 
ern markets for its fruits, it must not allow 
one cent to go outside of the state for school 
books. 

The legislators then knew, and the _politi- 
clans now know that it is the express function 
of the state to compete with private enterprise 
and that its machinery is specially equipped 
to grind out edueators, authors and text 
hooks, 

The policy thus established and continued 


leads at times to unique incidents. 


An educa- 
tional journal published at San Francisco by 
Mr. Harr Wagner recently inserted a reading 
notice advertisement for the Macmillan Com- 
pany in which the merits of the Tarr & Me- 
Murry geographies were exploited. 

This incensed the State Board of Education, 
ard Publisher Wagner, whose journal is sub- 
sidized by the state, was “called upon the car 
pet.” No less a person than State Supt. Kirk 
was delegated to “read the riot act’ to the 
offending publisher. 

In all this there may be some inside condi 
tion which may put a milder phase upon the 
circumstance, but at a distance the whole affair 
looks peculiar. 

If the school yp opl of the state are expected 
to support the journal in question they have 
a right to get an expression on the merits of

THE SCHOOLMASTER IN PRINT. 

Some years ago, President Harper of the 
University of Chicago disclaimed responsibili- 
tv for interviews given to the daily press and 
lectures given to the public by his faculty. 

The evident purpose here was to avoid spon- 
sorship for the fool notions exploited so fre- 
quently by the schoolmaster who saw popular- 
itv and fame in newspaper exploitation. But 
the pedagogic moth continues to flit about the 
flame until his wings become singed and falls 
disabled to the ground. 

Prof. Arnold Tompkins of the Chicago Nor- 
mal School recently donned the wings of the 
moth and flew directly into the flame of public 
opinion and retired in a disfigured and humili- 
ated condition. 

Here is what among other things, he said: 

“A man should dress well—so should a 
woman—but not too well; he should comb, 
but not too well; he should write, but not too 
well; and he should spell, but not too well. 

The press recently criticised high school 
pupils because they were poor spellers. It was 
the highest compliment ever paid to them, be- 
caused it proved that they were in better busi- 
ness.” 

The press pounced upon him with a unanim 
ity that must have had a crushing effect upon 
educator. The 


the indiscreet proposition 


which he put forth was so simple that the 
crudest editor could deliver himself of plausi- 
ble and readable protest. But the criticisms 
that followed were on the whole, pointed, able 
and thorough. One writer concluded by say- 
Ing: 

“It is a fair conclusion also that where slov- 
enliness is encouraged in one branch of study, 
its influence is likely to be felt in others, and if 
there are occassionally instances from which it 
appears that poor spelling and broad general 
culture are not incompatible they are to be 
taken as curious exceptions. Furthermore, 
when we are informed that there are more 
important things in education than good spell- 
ing we are entitled to a bill of particulars; 
also to proof that in accuracy in spelling in 
stead of being the sign of general slovenliness 
s evidence of devotion to the more important 


things.”

Thus, one obtaining a third grade cer 
tifieate at the March examination, cannot legal 
ly make a contract for a school unless such 
school should close before March of the follow 
ing year. Hence the August examination is the 
only one at which the certificate for one year 
ean be granted that will enable the holder to 
make a legal contract for schools whose school 
year will not close before the second Thursday 
in the following March. A contract for an 
eight months’ school when the teacher’s certifi 
cate expires before the eight months can be 
taught is not legal even for the months in which 
a teacher has a certificate.
